HAYMARKET THEATRE. 

This evening the comedy of SieStoops to Conquer will be performed

Princess’s.—This evening, the opera of Don Pasquale, the new 
comic drama, called The Young Scamp; or, My Grandmcther's 
Pet! and (first time), a new grand ballet, in two acts, and four ta- 
bléaux, entitled Leola ; or, the May-Day Bride. An English version 
of Rossini’s Othello is in immediate preparation here. 

The Italian Opera.—The Italian Opera may be said to have been 
at first introduced in this country in 1685, when a company of 
singers arrived from Venice. They did not, however, at first perform 
in the public theatres, but only in the houses of the nobility ; nor did 
they perform whole operas at once, but only the most interesting and 
striking portions of them. About the same period several unsuccessful 
attempts were made to establish places for the representation of l’rench 
operas. It was in 1700 that the Italian Opera was established in Eng- 
land. The first theatre built for its representation was erected on the 
site of the present Haymarket Theatre, in 1704. It was opened on the 
9th of April, 1705, and the amount of money necessary for the building 
was subscribed by 30 individuals, it appears, and with very few excep- 
tions, belonging t» the Whig party. It was probably from the latter 
circumstance that the first stone of the edifice had the inscription ot 
“ Little Whig” written on it. Each of the subscribers put down his 
name for 6,100/. It appears, however, that the Italian Opera was not 
successful for a long period after its introduction into this country, for 
in 1720 it was threatened with extinction. In that year, however, 
50,000/, chiefly from the nobility, was collected for its support. 

The First Dancer.—The first dancer who possessed herself of Eu- 
ropean notoriety was La Camargo, whose portraits, at the close of a 
century, are still popular in France, where she has been made the 
heroine of several recent dramas. ‘To her reign succeeded that of the 
Gruinards and Dathé, in honour of whose bright eyes several noblemen 
saw the inside both of Fort St. Evéque and St. Pelagie, the opera be- 
ing at that time a fertile source of lettres de cachet. To obtain admit- 
tance to the private theatricals of the former dancer in her magnificent 
hotel in the Chausse d’Amin, the ladies of fashionand the court had 
recourse to the meanest artifices ; while the latter has obtained historical 
renown by having excited the jealousy, or rather envy, of Marie Antoi- 
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nette. Mademoiselle Dathé appeared at the fetes of Long Champs, at 
Bois de Boulogne, in a gorgeous chariot drawn with six milk white 
steeds, with red morocco harness, richly ornamented with cut steel, and 
thus sccomplished the object of incurring the resentment of the court, 
from the prodigality of one of whose married princes thes: splendours 
—— to emanate—splendours exceeding those of ihe Rhodopes 
of old. 4 

The charming French vocalist, Madame Dorus Gras, is shortly ex- 
pected to pay a professional visit to the British metropolis.
